Gave Intimate Touches on 
Royal Family and Prime Min¬ 
ister Winston Churchill 

At a fairly well attended meet¬ 
ing of the Lions’ Club Prof. Car¬ 
lyle of the Hillcrest Mines and 
iMlanager of the E. P. Ranch owned 
by the Duke of Windsor, which is 
located west of High River, was 
the special speaker. He opened 
his remarks by calling attention to 
the necessity in the United States 
and Canada of training youth in 
the arts of government. Then he 
gave a most interesting portrayal 
of the interesting characters whom 
he had met, and he confined him¬ 
self almost entirely to the Royal 
Family of the British Empire. 

His first great personality was 
King Edward, the Seventh, who was 
one of the foremost stockmen of 
his time. He was a hale and hearty 
man beloved by his subjects and 
keenly interested in the improve¬ 
ment of the stock of the British 
Isles. Prof. Carlyle said that with 
the exception of two or three 
breeds of stock of all classes the 
British Isles had been responsible 
for the improvement of all classes 
of stock breeding. It was due he 
said to the intense interest that 
the Royal family had taken in stock 
of all kinds. They had the income 
to perfect the breed through ex¬ 
perimentation and then gave the 
results to the lesser stockmen who 
were able to continue breeding. 
Another light he gave on the breed¬ 
ing of racing stock was that the 
Royal family never raced a horse 
which had not been bred in their 
.Q.wp stables, thus giving a very 
, high tone to the sportsmanship of 
racing and competition of this 
type.

King George the Fifth, whom he 
had met on different occasions. The 
man who was known as the Sailor 
King would go down in history as 
the great king of the Empire. He 
too, though not having a great 
knowledge of livestock, loved 
horses especially, and took a great 
interest in livestock. 

King Edward the Eight, now the 
Duke of Windsor, was best known 
by the Professor of course as he 
was most intimately acquained 
with him. Though there was a 
note of regret about the Duke’s 
career, he did give this very in¬ 
teresting side light. While he was 
determined in his views, it was his 
opinion that the Duke was the fin¬ 
est in gentlemanliness, and the 
most thoughtful and unselfish per¬ 
sonage he had ever met. He too, 
had an intimate knowledge of 
stock and took a keen interest in 
his ranch near High River. 

Prof. Carlyle spoke in glowing 
terms of the present King George 
the Sixth, and felt he was the man 
for the hour, and perhaps just now 
was in better position and perhaps 
better equipped to assume the im¬ 
portant office of Kingship than 
any other. He thought his great¬ 
est difficulty was his extreme self- 
consciousness, which perhaps had 
something to do with his impedi¬ 
ment in speech. 

Then he told of the fighting 
Prime Minister of England, 
Churchill, who visited the E. P. 
Ranch during his managership, 
some years ago, he spoke of his 
excellent horsemanship as he was 
a polo player. He spoke in terms 
of his uncanny ability as a speak¬ 
er and writer. 

This was one of the most inter¬ 
esting meetings that the Club has 
held, in that Prof. Carlyle in his 
own unassuming manner opened 
up to the members charateristics 
of these great men of which we 
seldom hear, and it stirs within all 
a pride for the Royalty of the 
British Empire, and confirms the

As garlands, the various types of 
greens may decorate windows and 
doors, or they may be massed on 
mantels or tables. 

To make a flexible rope of green¬ 
ery, supply a foundation of heavy 
twine and to this attach the short 
sprays of pine, hemlock or spruce, in¬ 
terspersed regularly with clusters of 
laurel; or for a more decorative ef- 
itse the artificial berries with the 
greens. Fine flexible wire is best for 
fastening the sprays In place. 

Another use for greens Is In th* 
formation of window wreaths. Ar¬ 
range the small sprays on a heavy 
wire foundation, taking care to keep 
the wreath symmetrical. Small 
groups of red berries, regularly 
placed, give character to such a dec¬

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An Unwelcome 
Christmas Guest 


(By TOM CLARKE, Macleod) 

The men of the North-West 
Mounted Police holding down the 
detachment on the old Sun Trail 
leading to Whiskey Gap, in the 
Milk River Ridge country, were in 
high spirits this year of 1885, 
Christmas being but a few days 
distant. There would be big doings 
on that day at Macleod, divisional 
headquarters, where nearly 200 
men were stationed, but at this 
lonely frontier post, located less 
than half a dozen miles from the 
International Boundary line, it 
being the most southerly detach¬ 
ment in Alberta, the every-day 
routine of duty ordered must be 
observed (if slightly curtailed), its 
members observing the day in a 
manner suitable to themselves and 
their surroundings. 

The prospects were bright, how¬ 
ever, for a large, hamper had been 
received by the non-com. in charge 
from friends in the East, which, 
when opened, contained everything 
necessary to enable the men to cele¬ 
brate right royally. Half a dozen 
ex-mounties, ranching in the 
vicinity, had joyously accepted an 
invitation to join with us in ob¬ 
serving the great day. There 
were no other people nearer than 
Standoff, 35 mles distant, Card- 
ston not coming into being until 
two years later. 

Christmas Day, 1885, was like 
a day in mid-summer, a chinook 
wind blowing. At an early hour 
in the afternoon four of the invited 
guests put in their appearance, 
being seen descending the deeply 
rutted trail leading into the valley 
and breaking into a gallop were 
soon exchanging good wishes. They 
were a happy, rollicking bunch, 
young, care-free and rarin’ to go. 
They were: “Baldy” Morris, Fred 
Shaw, Jack Cotter, Sam DeRinzy, 
and Percy Ashe and all had held 
the rank of Sergeant when they 
quit the force. There was also 
Jimmy Moles, who as a boy had 
been brought up in an Indian 
camp of the Crow nation. The 
immigrant party, of which he was 
a member, had been wiped out 
by Chief Sorrel Top’s braves, the 
young lad being adopted by the 
chief whose only son died some 
time previously. He was at this 
time about 28 years of age and 
altogether Indian in his habits. 

All were now present but Ashe 
who would be along presently it 
was promised, he having ridden out 
to look over a bunch of cayuses 
he had ranging in the vicinity. 
Everything was in readiness to 
serve the good things prepared by 
the camp cook, consisting in part 
of river trout, prairie chicken and 
1 wild goose with all the fixings ob¬ 
tainable in those wild and wooly 

And then came the surprise of 
the day, for clattering hoofs an¬ 
nounced the arrival of the belated 
one who appeared: in the doorway 
accompanied by a wild-looking In¬ 
dian. Our worst fears were realized. 
The Indian was Ashe’s prisoner. 
Midiway between the St. Mary’s

and Snake Creek, Ashe had ob¬ 
served a commotion amongst his 
horses, we were told, his field 
glasses revealing a man endeavor¬ 
ing to throw his rope on one of 
the animals. The owner of the 
bunch headed at all speed for the 
scene, but as the animal roped 
was crippled and slow, the lead 
he had obtained was soon cut down 
but not before the Indian had 
reached the heavy brush-covered, 
hillside, and as he imagined, safety. 
But Ashe was not to be denied 
and at the point of his gun, he 
prodded his victim into the open, 
and taking the back track, arriv¬ 
ing at the detachment at the very 
moment the men were about to 
partake of the good things under 
which the table groaned. 

A prisoner would prove a wet 
blanket on this festive occasion. 
He could not be taken into Mac¬ 
leod at once, the day being far 
advanced and tire distance too 
great. Anyway, not a man on the 
detachment wanted to miss his 
share of the good things provided 
—the dinner should go on as had 
been arranged. The prisoner must 
be secured to make escape im¬ 
possible. This formality was soon 
over, leg irons and handcuffs 
assured us that he would be on 
hand when w anted, and so, trussed 
up securely, the wily "nitche" was 
placed in a comer of the shack 
out of the way and the dinner was 
proceeded with. He was not for¬ 
gotten, however, and if still alive 
he will remember the dinner he 
was served which brought a sparkle 
of pleasure to his hawk-like eyes, 
and the ravenous manner in which 
he attacked the food showed that 
he not only required but appreci¬ 
ated it, as well he might. At 
that moment he would not willing¬ 
ly have changed places with Red 
Crow, the head chief of the Bloods. 
Later on, however, when the wet 
goods were being circulated and 
tongues loosened, he seemed some¬ 
what uneasy, but remembering our 
responsibilities none present felt 
like indulging to the same extent 
he might have done had our 
Moquan brave not been present. 

The prisoner was taken into 
Macleod. It came out in examin¬ 
ation he had been visiting with 
friends on the South Peigan reser¬ 
vation in Montana. On his return, 
far out on the prairie, his horse had 
left him afoot. Crossing into Can¬ 
ada, he had spotted the feeding ani¬ 
mals and had caught up the cripple, 
the only one he could approach, 
intending to ride him to the Blood 
camp when it would be given its 
liberty, returning in course of time 
to the bunch. 

Taking into consideration the 
circumstances as produced, a very 
light sentence was imposed, but 
it is dollars to doughnuts the 
Indian believed he was still ahead 
of the game after 'the dinner 
served him by the Men of the 
Mounted, Christmas Day, 1885. 

Heigih-ho, fifty-five years ago, 
and the good old scouts who were 
present that Christmas Day have 
scattered far and wide, “Baldy* 
and others having passed over into 
the great beyond many years ago. 
Peace to their ashes.

Relic of Early 
Days in Document

J. O. C. McDonald, assistant super¬ 
intendent of McGillivray mine. 
Frank Graham, sr., Alex. Cam¬ 
eron and C. Ouimette, sr., have 
passed on, while of the other two, 
William John Beller and William 
Ashurst, The Journal has no in¬ 
formation. 

Here is the copy of the agree 
ment: 

Coleman, Alta., July 26th, 1909. 
IN THE MATTER of Incorpora¬ 
tion of West Coleman Annex, 
commonly known by the name of 
Slavtown, ..to ..the .Village 
Coleman. 

We the Council of the said village 
of Coleman do agree, when said 
incorporation is legally consum¬ 
mated. 

1st.—To make a road or street 
to the aforesaid Slavtown, through 
the rock or cliff, so as to connect 
it to our village, work to begin in 
August or so soon thereafter aB 
agreement is made, between the 
C.P.R. and Municipality of Cole¬ 
man for right of way. 

2nd.—To light said community 
as soon as lamps can be secured, 
and put in a supply of water so 
soon as new system is completed. 
Also to petition the Minister of 
Education of the Province of Al¬ 
berta for power to erect, equip 
and establish a public ward school, 
the same to take affect on the 
approval of said Minister of Edu¬ 
cation. 

Moyed by F. G. Graham, second¬ 
ed by J. O. C. MacDonald that the 
chairman and clerk be hereby 
authorized to sign said agreement 
on behalf of the Village of Cole¬ 
man, carried.

Report of National 
Institute for the Blind 

How many blind people are there 
in the Dominion of Canada ? What 
do they do for a living? What 
kinds of things do they make? 
What recreational activities are 
opened to them? What is being 
done to help them? 

Anyone interested in the answers 
to these questions or in any matter 
concerning the blind men and 
women of the Dominion would 
lifod the annual report of The 
Canadian National Institute for the 
Blind, full of enlightening infor¬ 
mation. 

The report, which is the twenty- 
second issued by the Institute and 
covers the twelve months period | 
ending with March 31st of this 
year, shows that there are now, 
in Canada and Newfoundland, 
11,992 registered blind people. In 
serving this great army of handi¬ 
capped people, the Institute is en¬ 
titled to the support of every Can¬ 
adian. The progress made by this 
great Canadian organization in the 
comparatively brief period of its 
existence has, as an examination 
of the annual report will show, 
been amazing. 

There are 11,992 blind people in 
Canada and Newfoundland. This 
is the figure given in the annual 
report of the Canadian National 
Institute for the Blind and is 940 
higher than when the count was 
taken at the end of the preceding 
year. 

In Ontario there are 3,569 blind 
people; in Quebec, 3,389; in the 
Maritime Provinces, 1,980; in Mani¬ 
toba and Saskatchewan, 1,394; in 
Alberta and British Columbia, 
1,446. 

These are some of the figures 
taken from the 68 page annual re¬ 
port of the Institute. They are 
by no means the only interesting 
figures. During the year there 
were 654 blind men and women 
regularly employed by the Institute 
or in business opportunities operat¬ 
ed by the Institute. 

From the Institute libraries, 
32,122 embossed books were loaned 
to 1,164 patrons.

YOU WILL REPORT! 

(The American Magazine) 

This stirring message to the mil¬ 
lions of young men who have 
registered for the draft comes from 
a widely known author and editor, 
Gerald Mygatt. He enlisted as a 
private in the United States Army 
during the World War and rose to 
the rank of major. 

“You will report.” That’s the 
way the order reads. It tells you 
where and when. But the essence 
of it, and the thing that 
will make you blink, lies in those 
three bland words: “You will re¬ 
port.” 

Not “Will you please report,” or 
“Kindly report,” or “If convenient, 
report.” Nothing like that at all. 
This time it is not anybody being 
polite. It is the United States of 
America. 

Twenty-odd years ago, I got an 
order like that myself. Even though 
I was ready to serve, I remember 
the shock of resentment when I 
read it. I didn’t like being spoken 
to that sharply. Who were they 
talking to, anyway? 

But I did report, still vaguely 
resenting somebody or something 
that was bigger than I was. And, 
just like every one of the 4,000,000 
American men who went into the 
World War, I bumped smack into 
a succession of corporals, sergeants, 
and lieutenants who began rubbing 
my nose in the dirt, 

I took it, because it was the only 
thing to do. But who were these 
guys, 1 asked myself privately, who 
were bossing me around and saying 
“You will” instead of “Will you?" 

After about a month of being 
yelled at, I began to use the part 
of my body that I had been carry¬ 
ing around over my eyes and under 
my hat. Who were these guys? 
How did they get that way ? . . . 
The truth hit me with the kick of 
a 1903 Springfield. 

The pay-off came a year late. 

I was commanding a battery of 
field artillery in the replacement 
depot at Camp Jackson, South 
Carolina. We slapped draft men 
into some sort of shape, and sent 
them overseas in five weeks as 
working replacements for Ameri¬ 
can field-artillery regiments at the 
front. 

One day I got a fellow who was 
tough. He resented having been 
drafted. He resented taking com¬ 
mands. He resented saluting. He 
just plain sat on his bunk in the 
barracks and wouldn’t move. 

Now, there are two ways for a 
company or battery commander to 
handle a bird like that. You can 
hand him over to a court-martial, 
which will give him from two to 
ten years in a federal penitentiary 
for refusing to obey orders. Or 
you can tackle him yourself. I 
tackled him. 

I sat this guy down on a bench 
in our mess hall and snapped off 
my hat, with its black-and-gold 
officer’s hat cord. He took off his 
hat, which was the same as mine, 
only his hat cord was red. 

I said, “Take off your shirt." 

He did, and I did. His shirt had 
round buttons on the collar. Mine 
had captain’s bars. 

He kept looking at me, funny. 

I imagine he thought we were 
going to have a fist fight. Then 
I said, “Take off your leggings.” 
He whipped off his leggings, which 
were canvas, and I took off mine, 
which were leather. 

Then we stood up in our shoes 
and pants and undershirts. I said, 
“What’s the only difference between 
you and me now?” 

He said, still tough, “Nothing 
but our uniforms. They’re the 
same now, but they won’t be the 
minute we put our hats or our 
shirts or our leggings back on 
again.” 

I said, “That’s right. That’s 
what I’m trying to tell you. I’m 
me to myself, but, as far as you 
and I are concerned, I’m the United 
States of America. And when I 
put on my uniform, you’ll salute 
me, and like it — because you’re 
saluting something much bigger 
than me. Remember, I salute and 
obey that same bigger something, 
too, just the same as you do.” 

He kept on staring. I said, 
“What you don’t realize yet is that 
this man’s Army is the most demo¬ 
cratic organization on earth.
